METHOD OF SPINAL FIXATION USING ADHESIVE MEDIA 

Abstract of the Disclosure 
Disclosed are methods of spinal fixation involving application of a liquid medium 
which cures, hardens, polymerizes or otherwise serves to bind adjacent vertebrae together. 
The fixation which results from this binding may be temporary or essentially permanent in 
duration, and may be used to treat conditions or disease of the spine, such as inflammation, 
instability or fracture. In a preferred embodiment, the liquid medium comprises a low 
viscosity cyanoacrylate-based adhesive. 
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
